Wigan started to get more of a 
foothold in the game after that 
and created the first genuine 
chance on 13 minutes. 

Jean Beausejour whipped in a 
wonderful cross from the left. 

Franco Di Santo cut in front of 
Hooiveld to divert the ball goal- 
wards but Artur Boruc pro¬ 
duced an excellent save diving 
away to his left to prevent 
Wigan from taking the lead. 

But Saints wasted an even bet¬ 
ter opening three minutes later. 

Rickie Lambert picked up the 
ball on the left and chipped into 
the area to find the run of 
Gaston Ramirez. 

He had beaten the offside trap 
and was totally alone ten yards 
out but made a terrible mess of 
his shot and volleyed over the 
bar. 

And it proved costly as Wigan 


took the lead on 25 minutes. 

It was a very basic goal as 
Beausejour sent in a left-wing 
corner and Gary Caldwell easily 
dropped off of Maya Yoshida 
and arrowed a header into the 
bottom corner. 

Saints were almost level 
instantly as Morgan 
Schneiderlin closed down James 
McArthur’s penalty box clear¬ 
ance and Ali A1 Habsi had to 
dramatically dive back to turn it 
wide. 

Jay Rodriguez became the first 
player in the book for a chal¬ 
lenge on Beausejour even 
though he won the ball. 

Saints came close again on 38 
minutes, in a very similar fash¬ 
ion to which Wigan scored. 

Morgan Schneiderlin chipped

Saints had deserved it and 
the big question was whether 
Wigan would respond by becom¬ 
ing more positive again or if 
Saints’ momentum would con¬ 
tinue to get them a win. 

Lallana so nearly bagged a 
massive goal for Saints on 71 
minutes as the ball broke kind¬ 
ly to him in the area. The mid¬ 
fielder hit a shot on the turn 
that beat A1 Habsi but struck 
the near post and bounced 
clear. 

It was all Saints again as they 
continued to totally dominate 
Wigan who were merely holding 
on and hoping for the best. 

Lambert came close again, this 
time with a volley back across 
goal that whistled wide. 

Wigan made another change 
on 75 minutes with Callum 
McManaman coming on for 
Espinoza. 

Saints made their final substi¬ 
tution with nine minutes 
remaining with James Ward- 
Prowse replacing Puncheon as 
Pochettino added more solidity 
to the side. 

Both teams were well aware of 
the importance of the game and 
that another goal might make a 



massive difference in the fight 
for safety. 

Wigan were trying to press 
more but looked tired. 

And Saints duly caught them 
on the break to get in front with 
five minutes left. 

Saints broke quickly down the 
left on the counter attack with 
Rodriguez pressing to the by¬ 
line and cutting back to find 
Schneiderlin six yards out in the 
centre of goal and he applied the 
simple finish for 2-1. 

But it didn’t last long as Wigan 
equalised with a minute remain¬ 
ing. 

Again it was from a 
Beausejour corner. 

This time Scharner won it in 
the air and headed back across 
goal, Shaun Maloney was stood 
totally unmarked at the near 
post and finished low past Boruc 
for an equaliser. 

Wigan made a change with 
Angelo Henriquez on for 
McCarthy. 

There were three minutes of 
stoppage time but neither team 
could find another chance and 
the match finished disappoint¬ 
ingly for Saints given their dom¬ 
inance with honours even.

HEAD coach Steve Clarke has 
urged West Brom to use the ill- 
fated Peter Odemwingie saga as 
a “positive stimulus” to get their 
season back on track ahead of 
tomorrow’s home clash with 
Tottenham. 

Striker Odemwingie has been 
left out of the squad to face 
Spurs following the collapse of 
his move to QPR after he turned 
up at Loftus Road on transfer 
deadline day anticipating the 
completion of the deal. 

Clarke, below, believes 
Odemwingie can eventually 

rebuild his career at 
The Hawthorns 
but his immedi¬ 
ate focus is on 
Albion ending a 
five-game run 
without a win in 
the Barclays 
Premier League. 
He said: “We 
have lost a bit of 
edge. November was a good 
month for us, December was 
average and January has been a 
poor month for us so I’m glad 
it’s February and we can try and 
move on. 

“The players have lost a bit of 
confidence, it happens when 
you lose games. Some of the 
performances have been okay 
but we haven’t got the results. 

“It’s time for us as a group of 
players, me and my staff, to get 
together with the players and 
rally round. 

“Maybe we can even use some 
of the events which have unfold¬ 
ed this week and try and use it 
as a positive stimulus to drive 
the group forward and get back 
to the form we were in earlier in 
the season.” 

Clarke admitted: “It can be dif¬ 
ficult sometimes to pick your 
form up straight away but we’ve 
got to find a way of getting 
results. 

“The quicker we do that, the 
quicker we get to our first target 
of 40 points and then we can 
reassess and see how many 
points we can accumulate.” 

Clarke worked alongside Spurs 
boss Andre Villas-Boas at 
Chelsea and is delighted to see 
him rebuilding his reputation fol¬ 
lowing his unsuccessful spell as 
manager at Stamford Bridge. 

He said: “Andre is a good 
coach. He had a difficult time at 
Chelsea. I’m pleased he had the 
chance to come back in at 
Tottenham. 

“He’s done really well with a 
fantastic group of players. 
People say I was lucky to come 
in here with a good group of 
players. 

“I think Andre also had a great 
group to come in and work with 
but he’s done his job really well.”

AT THE end of a week in which 
he was overlooked by his coun¬ 
try, Rickie Lambert issued a 
reminder that there are cur¬ 
rently no better English 
goalscorers in the Premier 
League than him. 

The striker bravely headed Saints 
level in the second half at the DW 
Stadium to set them on the way to a 
point against fellow relegation bat¬ 
tlers Wigan. 

Despite his efforts this season, Roy 
Hodgson did not believe Lambert 
warranted a place in the national 
team squad for Wednesday’s friend¬ 
ly against Brazil, at Wembley. 

The forward’s age - he turns 31 
this month - may well have counted 
against him, as England look to 
bring through a new crop. 

That is understandable, but it is 
impossible to ignore Lambert on 
goals alone. 

His 11 strikes this season cannot 
be bettered by any other 
Englishman. 

Only former Saint Theo Walcott,

at Arsenal, can boast the same num¬ 
ber of goals. 

Lambert has now taken his tally 
for Saints to 99. 

It is a magnificent total, given that 
he has only been at the club for 
three-and-a-half years. 

He will join an illustrious list of 
players to reach the century mark 
for the club when he brings up his 
ton. 

Already members of that select 
group include the likes of Matt Le 
Tissier, Mick Channon and Ron 
Davies. Club legends all of them. 

It is a status that Lambert himself 
is heading towards. 

His goal at Wigan summed up 
much about him - instinctive, clini¬ 
cal, brave and tough. 

So often he positions himself in 
the right area, sniffing out chances 
in the area. 

When Jack Cork’s cross skidded 
off the head of Jay Rodriguez, he 
reacted quickest. 

Bravery was required too. It is

He threw his head at the ball, nod¬ 
ding it past Ali Al Habsi, before 
being clattered by the Wigan keep¬ 
er. 

Such knocks won’t matter to 
Lambert, as long as the ball is in the 
net. It takes a lot more than that to 
keep him down anyway. 

It seems the same is true for 
Saints. 

For the second time in a week, 
they produced a stirring second-half 
performance. 

At Manchester United in midweek 
they fell just short, losing 2-1, 
despite having the league leaders on 
the back foot for much of the final 
period. 

Against Wigan, they were excel¬ 
lent after half-time, storming from 
behind to take the lead.

Mancini 
warns over 
Liverpool 
threat 

MANCHESTER City boss 
Roberto Mancini has warned of 
the dangers facing his side as 
Liverpool come to the Etihad 
Stadium tomorrow. 

The Italian believes the 
Merseysiders are well capable of 
qualifying for the Champions 
League and feels City will have 
to be at their best to avoid slip¬ 
ping up. 

The champions can ill afford to 
drop many more points as they 
seek to pull Manchester United 
back at the top of the Barclays 
Premier League. 

Liverpool’s recent run of good 
form was undermined by their 
shock loss to 
Oldham in the 
FA Cup last 
weekend but 
they respond¬ 
ed with a pos¬ 
itive display in 
a 2-2 draw at 
Arsenal in mid¬ 
week. 

That has ensu 
they remain firmly in contention 
to finish fourth, which would 
fully vindicate manager Brendan 
Rodgers’ methods after an at 
times difficult season of transi¬ 
tion. 

Mancini, pictured above, said: 
“When you want to change it is 
difficult sometimes. 

“He (Rodgers) did some good 
results but Liverpool is always a 
strong team. 

“I watched the game against 
Arsenal, they played well. 

“It will be a dangerous game 
on Sunday. If we want to win, we 
should play well and score when 
we have a chance.” 

The Oldham result aside, the 
Reds seem to have recovered 
well after defeat at Stoke on 
Boxing Day and Mancini would 
not be surprised to see them 
make the top four. 

He said: “Yes, if they continue 
to play like in the last month, 
because they did well.” 

City will again be without cap¬ 
tain Vincent Kompany, who is 
still troubled by a calf strain and 
may not return until after the FA 
Cup fifth-round clash with 
Championship side Leeds in a 
fortnight - meaning he will miss 
his side’s trip to St Mary’s next 
weekend. 

Matija Nastasic, who made the 
bench for the midweek draw at 
QPR, is hoping to be fit enough 
to return to partner Joleon 
Lescott in central defence after 
a knee problem. 

If not, in the continued 
absence of Kolo Toure due to 
the African Nations Cup and 
Micah Richards because of 
injury, midfielder Javi Garcia 
may again have to deputise at 
the back.

CHERRIES moved into third 
place in the League One stand¬ 
ings after a simple 3-0 win at 
NIK Dons this afternoon. 

Lewis Grabban’s ninth-minute 
strike set Eddie Howe’s men on 
their way, before Marc Pugh made 
it 2-0 following Ryan Lowe’s send¬ 
ing-off for a horror tackle on 
Tommy Elphick. 

Harry Arter completed a superb 
second-half performance with a 
sweet drive from distance on 84 
minutes. 

Howe named an unchanged line¬ 
up from the 3-1 win over Crewe at 
Dean Court last weekend, with 
new signing Matt Ritchie having to 
settle for a place on the bench. 

Cherries made a bright start, 
livening the lack of atmosphere at 
a soulless stadium:mk. 

Brett Pitman fired over from a 
good position inside the 18-yard 
box after two minutes, the Channel 
Islander having latched on to 
Steve Cook’s long throw. 

And Cherries took a deserved 
lead after just nine minutes when 
Grabban took advantage of a poor 
back pass from Jon Otsemobor to 
round goalkeeper David Martin 
and slot home with a cool finish 
from an acute angle. 

Just two minutes later, Grabban 
went close to doubling Cherries’ 
lead when his left-foot curler from 
18 yards flew narrowly wide. 

And although Simon Francis’s 
mistake moments later let in Ryan 
Harley, his woeful effort from dis¬ 


tance only troubled the corner 
flag. 

Shwan Jalal punched clear under 
pressure from Lowe on the half- 
hour as the Dons began to come 
into the clash, before Pugh fired 
straight at Martin after neat build¬ 
up work between Pitman and 
Grabban. 

Jalal then beat away Lowe’s 
right-foot shot moments before the 
break after the former Bury man 
had beaten the offside trap to close 
in on the Cherries goalkeeper. 

But referee Scott Mathieson had 
no option but to show Lowe a 
straight red card for a horrendous 
challenge on Elphick in first-half 
stoppage time. 

The pair had squared up earlier 
in the first half, after Elphick had 
appeared to accuse Lowe of a 
stamp, and the striker’s poor tack¬ 
le on the Cherries captain sparked 
ugly scenes, with Francis and 
assistant boss Jason Tindall incan¬ 
descent with rage. 

Elphick limped off to be replaced 
by Ritchie, but as the winger was 
waiting to come on, Pugh made it 2- 
0. 

Martin saved well with his legs 
from Grabban’s initial effort, but 
Pugh burst in from the left channel 
to blast an unstoppable shot into 
the roof of the net. 

Ritchie slotted in at left-back, 
with Dan Seaborne taking 
Elphick’s place at centre-half after 
the restart, while Steve Cook wore 
the captain’s armband. 

Both Josh McQuoid and Izale 


McLeod, a half-time substitute, 
blazed over at each end as the sec¬ 
ond half started in the same slug¬ 
gish fashion as the first. 

Pitman, meanwhile, should have 
done better when he headed 
Ritchie’s cross from the left right 
into Martin’s hands when 
unmarked deep inside the 18-yard 
box. 

Some neat work between Pitman 
and Eunan O’Kane just after the 
hour saw Pitman fire narrowly 
over the crossbar, before a patient 
and meticulous build-up saw 
Grabban denied by Martin from 
close range. 

McLeod’s blushes were spared 
moments later when he shot wide 
from all of two yards after Shaun 
Williams’s curler had come back off 
the post during a rare Dons foray 
into the final third. 

The referee’s assistant held aloft 
his flag as the groans rang out from 
the home support. 

McLeod failed to find the target 
again when he scuffed his effort 
wide as the clash entered the final 
10 minutes but, at the other end, 
Cherries were in cruise control. 

And Arter’s sublime left-foot 
strike from around 20 yards, which 
nestled in the top corner after 
Pitman’s short free kick, put the 
icing on the cake for Howe’s men 
six minutes from time. 

As the home supporters departed 
in their droves, Pitman’s left-foot 
strike came back off the crossbar. 

The travelling support simply 
chanted ‘We want more’.

The key moment came just before 
the hour when QPR were awarded a 
penalty for a trip by Norwich keep¬ 
er Mark Bunn on Jamie Mackie. 

However, Adel Taarabt, who had 
been Rangers’ most creative player, 
saw his spot-kick well saved by 
Bunn. 

Both keepers produced a string of 
fine stops, with Julio Cesar also 
doing well to deny Wes Hoolahan 
from close range and tipping behind 
a 25-yard curling effort from Robert 
Snodgrass. 

QPR’s deadline day signings 
defender Christopher Samba, 


bought in a £12.5million deal from 
Anzhi Makhachkala, and midfield¬ 
er Andros Townsend, on loan from 
Tottenham, had both started, while 
Jermaine Jenas came off the bench 
in the second half. 

Redknapp said: “I felt if we had 
scored the penalty, we would have 
gone on and won the game. 

“Of course we need wins, but we 
could not have tried any harder - 
we gave everything we had. 

“I felt when Bobby Zamora came 
on, he made a difference for us, but 
he cannot play for 90 minutes 
because of an operation on his hip. 

“Once he stops, it just clamps up 
on him. Getting him through half a 
game is a miracle. 

“If I had him fit, it would be a dif¬ 
ferent team.” 

Redknapp remains positive for the 


challenges ahead. 

“We just have to keep going,” he 
said. 

Norwich sent on their new man 
Luciano Becchio for the closing 
stages and with five minutes of 
stoppage time - during which the 
former Leeds striker looked to have 
been bundled over by Clint Hill in 
the six-yard box at a corner, but ref¬ 
eree Jon Moss thought otherwise. 

Canaries boss Hughton had been 
forced into an early change after 24 
minutes when Pilkington hobbled 
off. 

The winger had just received his 
first call-up to the Republic of 
Ireland squad, but was now set to 
miss out. 

Hughton said: “Pilkington has a 
hamstring injury. 

“We will assess how bad it is, but 


at the moment certainly we will be 
pulling him out of the Irish squad.” 

Norwich have still not won in the 
Premier League since December 15. 

Hughton, though, feels forward 
progress is being made. 

“Every point away from home in 
this division is a good point, espe¬ 
cially against a team in form,” 
Hughton said. 

“We knew it was going to be a 
tough game, but I thought a draw 
was a fair result. 

“We are a hard-working team who 
were always going to have a tough 
season, so it is all about assessing 
the games and coming good again.

WHILE the African Cup of 
nations may give most 
Premier League teams head¬ 
aches here in the African con¬ 
tinent it is held in high regard. 

With the tournament coming at a 
pivotal time in the English season, 
with teams including Manchester 
City, Chelsea and Arsenal all hav¬ 
ing to release players for the FIFA 
sanctioned tournament.

The Ivoirians have looked a class 
apart so far as they look to put 
years of disappointment behind 
them. Yaya Toure has been in 
sparkling form with his command¬ 
ing displays in the middle of the 
park seemingly coming at the 
expense of Manchester City’s title 
challenge. 

This weekend brings with it the 
quarter-finals and there are some 
interesting times ahead. 


Hosts Bafana Bafana will return 
to Durban as they face Mali for a 
place in the semi-finals. 

Having been given a pre-tourna¬ 
ment objective of reaching the 
semi-finals, coach Gordon Igesund 
is well on his way to achieving that 
goal and will be confident that his 
side can see off the Malians on 
Saturday.

WHERE would the Premier 
League January transfer win¬ 
dow be without Harry 
Redknapp? 

The man is seemingly made for 
the hectic, panic-buying wheeling 
and dealing weeks which always 
greet the arrival of a new year. 

Is your club in top flight trouble? 

Then bring in Redknapp some¬ 
time in late autumn and wait for 
the clock to strike midnight on 
December 31. 

Then he’s off! 

That appears to have been a famil¬ 
iar scene at clubs in the south of 
England since the January window 
was introduced in 2003. 

On four occasions Redknapp has 
needed to wheel and deal in the 
transfer market in a bid to improve 
his new club’s fortunes. 

Here, The Sports Pink looks back 
at his previous busy window spend¬ 
ing sprees. 

January 2005 

In charge at Saints less than a 
month by the time the January 
window opened. 

Within four days he’d made his 
first signing - his son, Jamie, from 
Tottenham. 

Nigel Quashie, for £2.1m, and 
Olivier Bernard, for £400,000, fol¬ 
lowed as well as two loan signings, 
striker Henri Camara and defender 
Callum Davenport. 

Redknapp usually does business 
with clubs or agents he knows 
well, and this was no differ¬ 
ent. 

Camara’s agent 
Willie McKay, a frier 
of Redknapp’s, while 
Davenport was 
brought in from 
West Ham, where 
he was a trainee dur¬ 
ing Redknapp’s time in 
charge at Upton Park 

Sadly, it was all to 
no avail as Saints 
went down at the 
end of the sea- 
s o n , 

Redknapp’s ^ 
only relega¬ 
tion in three 
decades as a manager. 


January 2006 

Within 12 days of the January 
window opening, Redknapp had 
spent over £10m as he 
announced his controversial 
return to Portsmouth with a flur¬ 
ry of signings. 

Striker Benjani arrived from 
Auxerre for £4m, at the time 
Pompey’s record signing and 
another Willie McKay client, before 
three players arrived in one deal 
from Tottenham - Pedro Mendes, 
Sean Davis and Noe Paramot. 

The signing spree certainly 
worked, as Pompey stayed up. 

January 2008 

Redknapp splashed £13m more of 
Portsmouth’s money on two play¬ 
ers - striker Jermaine Defoe 
(£7.5m) and midfielder Lassana 
Diarra (£5.5m) from Tottenham and 
Arsenal respectively. 

January 2009 

For the second window running, 
Redknapp signed Defoe. 

This time, though, he returned to 
Fratton Park to sign him for 
Tottenham for around £15m - earn¬ 
ing Pompey a healthy profit on the 
striker. 

In all, Redknapp spent around 
£40m in his first transfer window at 
White Hart 
Lane. 

Wilson 
Palacios cost 
£12m from 
Wigan, and the 
same amount was 
splashed on Robbie 
Keane from 

Liverpool. 

In a busy win¬ 
dow even by 
Redknapp stan¬ 
dards, he also 
signed keeper 
Carlo Cudicini from 
Chelsea and Sunderland 
defender Pascal 

Chimbonda.

Not too much to report 12 months 
ago either. 

Iago Falque was signed from 
Juventus, and immediately loaned 
out to Saints where he was to make 
just one highly forgettable appear¬ 
ance. 

Striker Louis Saha was also 
signed on a free from Everton. 

January 2013 

After a few quiet Januarys, 
Redknapp returned to form with a 
vengeance last month. 

Over £20m was splashed on just 
two players, with former 
Blackburn defender Chris Samba 
arriving for a club record £12.5m. 

That is a lot of money for a club 
like QPR, whose average atten¬ 
dances are under 20,000. 

Redknapp had previously per¬ 
suaded chairman Tony Fernandes 
to spend £8m on Marseille striker 
Lioc Remy, while an undisclosed 
fee brought Korean defender Yun 
Suk-Young to the heat of a Premier 
League relegation battle. 

Then, with just minutes to go, he 
announced the arrivals of two of 
his former Tottenham players, 
Jermaine Jenas and Andros 
Townsend. 

Samba is apparently commanding 
a salary of £100,000 a week - and 
some of the others won’t have come 
cheap either - but if those players 
help Rangers beat the drop then no 
doubt Fernandes will consider it 
money well spent. 

But if they don’t... 

I only hope for QPR’s sake that 
Fernandes never wants all his 
money back, as he has delved 
deeply into his personal fortune 
to bankroll Rangers in the last 
12 months. 

The club have spent an 
awful amount of money 
to possess, as I write, the 
worst squad in the Premier 
League. 

If it all ends in tears and 


relegation, then QPR will easily 
boast the most expensive squad 
in Championship history. 

Redknapp’s reputation among 
Saints fans will always be low, 
but if he keeps the Hoops in the 
top flight it will be a remarkable 
performance given how poor the 
club were prior to his arrival. 

When he took over, in the after- 
math of Saints’ 3-1 win at Loftus 
Road back on November 18, 
Rangers were seven points adrift of 
safety. 

They had only banked four points 
in as many months. 

After two wins in 11 games under 
Redknapp, they entered this week¬ 
end five points from safety and still 
favourites for the drop. 

Due to Redknapp’s spending, 
the clubs immediately above 
them will be looking ov< 
their shoulders. 

Aston Villa look in 
freefall and didn’t really 
strengthen much dur¬ 
ing January. 

It could be argued 
they needed new 
players mori 
than anyone 
given their 
recent 
results. 
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The arrivals of virtual unknowns Yacouba 
Sylla (from Clermont) and Simon Dawkins 
(from Tottenham, loan) won’t have done too 
much to cheer up the fans. 

Dumped out of both major cups by lower 
division opponents, and then beaten 2-1 at 
home by fellow bottom six club Newcastle, 
Villa have had a truly miserable time. 

Chairman Randy Lerner appears satisfied 
that his club continue down the path of giv¬ 
ing young players signed from lower divi¬ 
sion clubs a chance. 

It is a policy worth applauding, but not - 
surely? - if it contributes to the club’s 
first top flight relegation since 1987.

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Shot and a Ghost 
A year in the brutal world of 
professional squash 
By James Willstrop

IT’S no surprise that virtually all sporting 
autobiographies are ghost-written. Why 
wouldn’t they be? Sportsmen and 
women are usually busy enough without 
having to discipline themselves to 
researching, planning and then writing 
perhaps more than 100,000 words of 
readable prose. 

James Willstrop is different. He’s a 
name many readers may not have 
heard of in a sporting (or any other) con¬ 
text, yet for all but four weeks last year, 
he was officially the world’s number one 
squash player, a status he reluctantly 
relinquished in early January. 

You get a sense of the type of deter¬ 
mined guy Willstrop is when you read 
his book’s introduction. 

“If [the book] were to be written in my 
name,” he declares, “then I wanted to 
write it myself. Today’s book¬ 
shelves are rife 
with prema¬ 
turely written 
autobiographies 
about the rich 
and famous. As I 
am neither, my 
motives for writ¬ 
ing a book are 
rather different.” 

It’s an opening 
which, though it 
may strike some 
people as being a little haughty, tends 
also to create an immediate bond 
between author and reader. 

In fact, Willstrop strengthens that 
bond and removes any elevated sense 
of himself altogether when he writes, “I 
was quite sure that people wouldn’t 
want to read about my formative years 
frolicking around naked in a paddling 
pool. Instead, I resolved to limit the con¬ 
tent to the topics I felt would really inter¬ 
est people. What it feels like to play in a 
World Open final, the pain of a hard 
training session or a response to the 
loss of a special person.” 

Although the author suggests he 
prefers to limit the book’s content, the 
fact is that because squash is his life, 
Shot and a Ghost proves to be one of 
the most brutally honest sporting auto¬ 
biographies ever written. 

Amateur squash is a fierce, vicious 
game, yet once players graduate to the 
professional ranks, it becomes even 
more ruthless, its finest exponents stud¬ 
ies in single-mindedness. 

But before he captured the world 
number one slot, Willstrop was, ironical¬ 
ly, considered to be too nice. How 
could a poetry-loving vegetarian who 
loved musicals hope to succeed 
amongst the rarefied air of pro squash? 
This fascinating account reveals how he 
did it. Brilliant.

HE scored a few famous 
goals for Saints in his 
career. 

Steve Moran netted 99 of 
them, in fact. 

All Saints fans who can 
remember the 1980s will 
recall his most famous one 
- the late FA Cup winner at 
Fratton Park in January 
1984. 

A few years earlier, in 
November 1981, Moran had 
netted another memorable 
away winner, at Anfield. 

But who recalls his first 
Saints goal, with his first 
touch in a Football League 
game just seconds after 
coming on as a late substi¬ 
tute. 

That came on January 19, 
1980, against next week¬ 
end’s Premier League visi¬ 
tors Manchester City. 

Moran’s late debut 
strike sealed a 4-1 victo¬ 
ry for Lawrie 
McMenemy’s men. 

It was another success 
for the Saints manager 
over a team managed by 
Malcolm Allison, following 
on from Saints’ 1976 FA Cup 
semi final win over 
Allison’s Crystal Palace at 
Stamford Bridge. 

Saints had gone ahead 
early on through Mick 
Channon, scoring against 
the team he had left Saints

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for in 1977, only to return to 
The Dell two years later. 

Alan Ball made it 2-0 and, 
after Paul Power had 
replied, Dave Watson 
became the second former 
Manchester City player to 
score for Saints, the centre 
half on target with a head¬ 
er. 


Then came 

Moran’s first of 
what proved to be 99 
career league and 
cup goals for Saints. 

The following 
August Allison and 
City were back at The Dell 
for the first game of the 
1980/81 season. 

The world’s media focus 
was on the game as 
McMenemy gave two men 
their competitive de huts 
for the club. 

Not many eyes, though, 
were on defender George 


McCartney, a close season 
signing from Third Division 
Carlisle United. 

Instead, the cameras were 
trained on a chap called 
Kevin Keegan, the reigning 
European Footballer of the 
Year and who remains 
Saints’ most remarkable 
signing ... and probably 
always will unless 
Mauricio Pochettino can 
persuade his fellow 
Argentinian Lionel Messi 
to decamp to St Mary’s. 

Keegan, though, failed to 
mark his debut with a goal 


as Saints ran out 2-0 win¬ 
ners. 

It was Channon who again 
came back to haunt Allison, 
the man who had sold him 
at Maine Road, by scoring 
both goals. 

The Dell was to prove to 
be a very unhappy hunting 
ground for Manchester City 
throughout the 1980s. 

City were also beaten 2-1 
in November 1982, 4-1 in 
March 1983, 3-0 in 

September 1985 and 2-1 in 
December 1989. 

The only time the club 
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failed to avoid losing was a 
1-1 draw in November 1986. 

Eagle-eyed readers will 
see that City failed to 
appear at The Dell in every 
season in the 80s. 

That was because 
Manchester City were 
nowhere near the force they 
are today. 

The club were relegated in 
1982/83 - after losing at 
home to Luton Town on the 
last day of the season - and 
also in 1986/87. 

Another Moran milestone 
came in the March 1983 vic¬ 


tory over City. 

On that occasion he cele¬ 
brated scoring his first hat- 
trick for Saints. 

All four of Saints’ goals 
came in the first half, with 
Ian Baird also on target. 

Manchester Ciy’s more 
recent league record at 
Saints, however, is very 
good. 

They have only lost one of 
their last nine visits, Brett 
Ormerod scoring both goals 
in a 2-0 victory in October 
2002.

Poole’s approach work was eye 
catching but, frustratingly, some 
skilful play was too often wasted by 
an errant final ball and hasty shoot¬ 
ing. 

After Ashley Harris had bungled a

But if Poole thought White’s goal 
was a winner, they were mistaken. 

Not long before the end, Storey 
spilled Harris’s shot and Swansea 
were level - 3-3 - and the tie was 


headed into overtime! 

It was absorbing stuff - but the 
surface, coupled with lack of match 
fitness due to the recent bad weath¬ 
er, was taking its toll on the players, 
many of whom were suffering from 
cramp. 

Extra-time was only minutes old 
when Harris went through again 
only to miss the target. 

His miss proved costly. Within a 
minute Poole were back in front - 
with the best goal of the lot! 

Ben White scored it - a 
Beckhamesque lob from almost 50 


yards from towards the right-hand 
touchline, which caught the 
Swansea goalkeeper off his line. 

David Beckham himself would 
have been proud of it - never mind 
Ben White! 

There was no sign of any Swansea 
delaying tactics - there wasn’t a ball 
boy in sight! - as the Welshmen 
strove to save the day. 

Storey atoned for his earlier slips 
with a superb save at the feet of 
Swansea’s Craig Morgan but min¬ 
utes later was left high and dry as 
Joe Roden pounced on a Poole

Young tucked their spot kicks away 
with aplomb, whereas two-goal 
Aaron Lewis rolled Swansea’s sec¬ 
ond penalty wide of Gerrard 
Benfield’s left-hand post - the sub¬ 
stitute goalkeeper having replaced 
Storey between the sticks. 

Relieved Poole & East Dorset 
coach Steve Llewelyn said: “I am 
really really pleased for the lads. 

“I said at half-time that we would¬ 
n’t want our missed chances to come 
back and haunt us and they very 
nearly did. 

“But all credit to the boys, each 
time Swansea levelled we got a grip 
back on the game and played some 
decent attacking football to create a 
number of openings. 

“Although it is disappointing to 
concede a couple of sloppy goals at 
key times, we showed great charac¬ 
ter and spirit and as usual the high 
tempo football we played in the 
attacking third was excellent.” 

It is the second time Poole & East 
Dorset have reached the last eight in 
recent seasons - Saints starlet Ben 
Reeves, who has just gone out on 
loan to Southend United, was in 
their 2007 ESFA Cup final side - no 
mean feat for a relatively small 
association...

West Brom... 


WEST Brom have struck a blow for stand¬ 
ing up to player power with their refusal to 
sell Peter Odemwingie in January. 

The Baggies appeared hugely reluctant to 
sell the striker, pictured below, from the 
moment that QPR’s interest became 
known. 

For whatever reason the player himself 
made it quite clear that he wanted the 
move to happen and, as the window start¬ 
ed to draw towards a close, he really tried 
to push for it. 

It all culminated on dead¬ 
line day in Odemwingie 
showing up at QPR, who 
at least had the good 
sense not to let him in 
the front door with the 
clubs having failed to 
agree a fee. 

It seems clear that 
Odemwingie felt that he could 
force through this move through his own 
actions. Whether that was his idea or the 
advice he was getting is pretty much irrele¬ 
vant. 

What is for certain is that the majority of 
clubs normally cave in to player power. 

They normally go along the lines of ‘you 
can’t keep an unhappy player,’ assuming 
that the man in question will no longer per¬ 
form if he stays and accept that it’s better 
to do a deal and take the cash for them. 

There was none of that with West Brom. 

How Odemwingie will react to all of this 
will be fascinating. How he will integrate 
with his teammates again also. 

Perhaps the success or otherwise of 
West Brom’s actions will determine 
whether other clubs will follow a similar 
pattern in the future.

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IT WAS the end of an era at 
Eastleigh last Saturday as for¬ 
mer skipper Tom Jordan 
brought the curtain down on 
four-and-a-half exemplary 
years at the club. 

Introduced as a late substitute, it 
was fitting that the towering centre- 
back should play a part in setting up 
the final goal in a 3-1 home win over 
Farnborough before going off to a 
players’ guard of honour and a heart¬ 
felt standing ovation from the 606- 
strong crowd. 

Despite his imposing 6ft 5in frame 
and his father Joe ‘Jaws’ Jordan’s 
fearsome reputation with Scotland, 
Man United and Saints, the overrid¬ 
ing memories of Jordan Jnr will be of 
a quietly influential leader on the 
park and a true gentleman off it. 

No surprise then that when his 
farewell moment arrived, the big 
man was ever so slightly embar¬ 
rassed to be taking the spotlight off 
his teammates. 

“In some ways it was emotional, 
but I felt a bit funny about it all,” he 
confessed. 

“The lads had grafted away for the 
whole game on a tough pitch and that 
was the most important thing. 

‘CLOSURE’ 

“It felt a bit daft coming on when 
the lads had all worked so hard, but 
the manager was good enough to give 
me the chance to say goodbye to the 
fans and I appreciated the opportuni¬ 
ty to get a bit of closure and to finish 
my Eastleigh career with a win.” 

For a player who doesn’t crave the 
limelight, Jordan certainly had his 
fill of it during his long drawn-out 
move from south coast rivals Havant 
& Waterlooville. 

He resigned as Hawks captain mid¬ 
way through the 2007/08 season, hop¬ 
ing to follow former Westleigh Park 
boss Ian Baird along the M27 to the 
Silverlake. But amid much mud- 
slinging between the clubs, he had to 
wait until June that year before final¬ 
ly becoming a Spitfire. 

Although he played in the Hawks’ 
historic FA Cup third round win over 
Swansea City and that never-to-be- 
forgotten tie against Liverpool at 
Anfield, Jordan spent much of the 
remainder of the season on the side¬ 
lines as negotiations between the two 
clubs broke down. 

It was an uncomfortable time for 
the Bristol-based defender, but he 
has no regrets about digging his 
heels in and waiting for the right 
move. 

“I’m pleased I joined Eastleigh,” he 
said. 

“A lot of people, particularly from 
the Havant end, criticised me and 
said it was all about the money, but it 
wasn’t. 

“I actually took a marginal wage 
cut to join Eastleigh, even though 
they bought me for a fee. 
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A GENTLEMAN OFF IT

“I knew the infrastructure at 
Eastleigh was solid and everything 
was done professionally there. 

“I’m grateful that Ian Baird stayed 
patient and that I was dogged in 
sticking with my decision to become 
an Eastleigh player.” 

It was no coinci¬ 
dence that Jordan’s 
arrival at 

Stoneham Lane 
coincided with the 
most successful 
chapter in the 
club’s history. 

They went toe-to- 
toe with AFC 
Wimbledon for the 
Blue Square Bet South 


title, eventually finishing in their 
highest ever position of third before 
suffering play-off heartbreak. 
“Finishing third and chal¬

Together the duo formed arguably 
the Spitfires’ best ever central defen¬ 
sive pairing and it was a great source 
of pride to the older man when his 
young sidekick was signed by Saints 
in November 2009. 

“It sounds big-headed to say I 
helped Aaron, but his great quality is 
that he listens and learns,” said 
Jordan. 

“You get a lot of good, young play¬ 
ers coming through who think they 
know it all and they don’t listen. 

“But Aaron took everything on 
board and you could see him learn¬ 
ing and improving every week, 
which is unusual for a young lad. 

“Playing alongside him was anoth¬ 
er real high point for me.” 


At the age of 31, Jordan believes he 
still has plenty of football left in his 
legs and has mixed feelings about 
leaving Eastleigh after agreeing a 
settlement on his contract. 

Alarmed by the Spitfires’ poor 
defensive record, particularly on the 
road, Baird’s replacement Richard 
Hill resolved to cure their rearguard 
ills once and for all last month, 
recruiting three new quality centre- 
backs. 

Against Farnborough he went with 
a central defensive triumvirate, com¬ 
bining the strength and experience 
of Dean Beckwith from Luton Town 
and Chris Todd from Forest Green 
Rovers with the burgeoning young 
talent of Luton loanee Alex Lacey. 
And the early signs are all positive 
with last Saturday’s win preceded by 
a 5-0 home thrashing of Billericay. 

“I’m sad to go because I’ve enjoyed 
myself at Eastleigh and I still feel 
capable of fighting for a place and 
playing a part for the team,” said 
Jordan. 

“But the club have gone full-time 
and they’ve strengthened in defen¬ 
sive areas with some really good 
acquisitions, so maybe it’s right in 
some ways that I go. 

“I’ve seen a lot of players come and 
go since I’ve been at Eastleigh and 
I’m just glad I managed to stay for a 
good period of time and give good 
service to the club. 

“I’m pretty keen to stay playing at 
this level and I feel I’ve got a lot more 
seasons left in me, but maybe I could 
do with a club nearer my Bristol 
home. 


REGRET 

“I’m still a personal trainer, but 
now that I’ve got a family I’ve 
increased my workload and started 
football coaching. I need less time on 
the road. The older you get, the 
worse travelling is for the body.” 

As Jordan prepares to head to 
pastures new, his biggest regret is 
that he never saw Eastleigh pro¬ 
moted. 

But he is convinced that, with the 
fans’ backing, it is only a matter of 
time before the Spitfires are gracing 
the Conference National. 

“Eastleigh fans always gave me a 
chance during my time there and 
even when we lost games or didn’t 
play well, the players always felt 
very well supported,” he said. 

“New players have come into the 
club now and I’m sure that if the fans 
continue backing the group their 
patience will be rewarded. 

“Speaking to players like Dale 
Binns and Moses Ademola (now at 
Dover), they said that when they 
were with other clubs they had 
always expected Eastleigh to get pro¬ 
moted with the players they had. The 
outside expectation of Eastleigh is 
that they’re one of the major clubs in 
the division. 

“With Bridle’s investment and the 
squad Richard Hill is building I’m 
sure it’s only a matter of time before 
Eastleigh get promoted. 

“It’s just finding a level of consis¬ 
tency as clubs like (league leaders) 
Salisbury and Welling have done.”

Hawks 
facing FA 
rap over 
Davis deal 


HAVANT & WATER- 
LOOVILLE are facing a mis¬ 
conduct charge after a seven- 
month investigation by the 
Football Association. 

The Blue Square Bet South 
outfit have been charged for 
their part in a proposed 
transfer deal for Tom Davis 
as have their former vice- 
chairman Jim Fallon and ex¬ 
assistant manager Sean New, 
who are no longer with the 
club. 

Midfielder Davis, then of 
Carshalton Athletic, alleged 
in The Non-League Paper last 
summer that he was offered 
illegal payments to join the 
Westleigh Park club. 

In a meeting which also 
involved former AFC Totton 
assistant boss New, he said 
Fallon offered him a ‘private 
company and football-play¬ 
ing sponsorship agreement’ 
to be paid for by Fallon’s 
Landford-based company 
Beaumont Water Heaters 
Limited - former sponsors of 
AFC Totton. 

After a lengthy investiga¬ 
tion the FA this week issued 
the following statement: 
“Havant & Waterlooville FC, 
James Fallon, Sean New and 
Tom Davis have all been 
charged with misconduct. 

“The club, Fallon and New 
have all been charged under 
FA rules relating to players 
which state that ‘all pay¬ 
ments made to players must 
be made by the club and fully 
recorded into the accounting 
records of the club’ and that 
‘all salaried payments must 
be subject to PAYE and 
national insurance. 

“Tom Davis has been 
charged under FA Rule E14 
for allegedly failing to report 
an offer of payment from 
Fallon and New. 

“All parties have until 5pm 
on Wednesday, February 13, 
2013 to respond.” 

If found guilty, the Hawks 
face a possible points deduc¬ 
tion, but they remain deter¬ 
mined to clear their name. 

They have brought in expe¬ 
rienced football administra¬ 
tor Graham Bean, and his 
company Football Factors, to 
represent them.

THERE is something remark¬ 
ably plucky about Redbridge 
Old Boys.

Boost for Pompey takeover 


THE Pompey Supporters’ Trust’s 
bid to buy Portsmouth FC was this 
week given a timely boost by a 
Government report which under¬ 
lines the need for more fan engage¬ 
ment in the running of football 
clubs. 

Following its 2011 report into gov¬ 
ernance in football, the Commons 
Culture Media and Sport 
Committee, chaired by John 
Whittingdale MP, this week pub¬ 
lished its follow up report. 

It insisted the FA, Premier League 
and Football League still have sig¬ 
nificant progress to make towards 
ensuring football creates a robust 
regulatory framework to protect 
clubs. 

The committee issued an ultima¬ 
tum for them to do so in the next 12 
months or face the prospect of leg¬ 


islation. One of the core recommen¬ 
dations of the report is to set up a 
committee to explore ways in 
which barriers to supporter owner¬ 
ship can be removed. 

Other key changes the football 
authorities have been tasked with 
are: coming up with an indepen¬ 
dent licensing model for football 
clubs, reducing the ‘unsustainable’ 
levels of debt in the game and 
removing the ‘football creditors’ 
rule which protects clubs and play¬ 
ers ahead of other creditors. 

PST Chairman Ashley Brown 
said: “This follow up report is huge¬ 
ly welcome at a crucial time for our 
own bid to buy Portsmouth FC. 

“As a Trust we wholeheartedly 
endorse the key recommendations, 
which had they been implemented 
several years ago might have 


meant the club not being in the 
predicament it is now. 

“Having been working closely 
with the football authorities over 
the last few months, however, I am 
confident in their ability to evolve 
and adapt. 

“We particularly welcome the 
recognition that supporters’ trusts 
should be at the heart of any licens¬ 
ing and monitoring framework and 
also that the issue of making it 
more straightforward for fans to 
buy a stake in their clubs is going to 
be addressed as a matter of 
urgency. 

“Pompey fans have been hugely 
generous, potentially raising more 
than £3m to buy our club. 

“However, the hurdles we have 
faced as a trust, some put in front of 
us by the world of football itself, 


have contributed to the fact we 
have still to get our bid over the 
line, although we remain confident 
we will do so. 

“Whittingdale identifies the need 
to make football ‘inclusive, sus¬ 
tainable and driven from the grass 
roots’ which is exactly what we 
are trying to do at Pompey,” he 
added. 

The Pompey Supporters’ Trust is 
the preferred bidder for 
Portsmouth FC and is in negotia¬ 
tions to buy the club out of admin¬ 
istration. 

The community bid is a partner¬ 
ship between the Trust, which has 
raised around £2m so far in fan 
pledges and conversions, and a 
number of ‘high net worth’ Pompey 
fan investors.

A STARK warning to football 
clubs living beyond their means 
is the subject matter of a TV 
documentary next week about 
Portsmouth FC fan John 
Westwood. 

Emsworth-based Millstream 
Productions pitched the idea to 
Channel 4 last spring. 

The result is a seven-minute bio¬ 
graphical documentary, which will 
be screened on the channel as part of 
its The Shooting Gallery series on 
Tuesday February 5 at 12.15am. 

The programme will feature 
Westwood’s passion for Pompey 
and his fears that the club might go 
under. 

Entitled ‘The Smell of Football ’ it 
charts a match-day in the life of 
Petersfield bookseller Westwood, 
whose middle names are 


Portsmouth Football Club. 

Westwood has become synony¬ 
mous with the club as a top-hat- 
wearing, bell-wielding, bugle-blow¬ 
ing icon. 

Producer/Director Daniel Musty 
said: “I wanted to create a short film 
which harped back to nostalgic 
times of being a football supporter 
as I remember it. 

“Being taken by your dad and hav¬ 
ing your senses woken by the ‘smell 
of football’ - fried onions, the ink of 
the programmes, beer and freshly- 
mown grass. 

“I wanted to create a portrait of 
what football means to the typical 
working class fan, rather than the 
sanitised Sky TV version of football. 

“Technically, we produced a cine¬ 
matic portrait of what it is to be con¬ 
sumed by a passion so great. 

“Pompey encompasses every area 
of John’s life. 


“John loves his football club and 
would do anything within his power 
to help it. 

“He represents the Fratton End up 
and down the country and his pres¬ 
ence made sure that the film will be 
seen nationally on Channel 4. 

“I expect many of the issues within 
the film will resonate with football 
supporters up and down the country 
at a time when many feel misrepre¬ 
sented, alienated, disenchanted with 
what football has become: a corpo¬ 
rate cash cow and for many an arm¬ 
chair pastime. 

“The Smell of Football will remind 
supporters why they love the game. 

“The film also presents some of the 
problems going on at Pompey 
through the eyes of a supporter and 
acts as a stark warning to clubs liv¬ 
ing beyond their means.”

AS hard as it is to believe, 
Portsmouth’s current demise 
is NOT the fastest known in 
modem English football histo¬ 
ry- 

It might just appear that way, 
though. 

Two more home defeats this 
week, against rock bottom V 
Hartlepool and Notts County, \ 
kept Pompey entrenched in 
the League 1 drop zone and 
facing their third relegation in 
four seasons. 

Was it only three years ago this 
month that Pompey visited St 
Mary’s for an FA Cup tie as a 
Premier League club while their 
hosts floundered in mid-table in 
the third division? 

Indeed it was, but those times 
now seem a world away. 

Relegated at the end of that 
2009/10 campaign, where they 
would have gone down even but for 
a nine point deduction, Pompey 
slid out of the Championship last 
season. 

This time a 10-point deduction for 
entering administration was criti¬ 
cal. But for that, the club would 
have stayed up. 

Now Pompey went into this week¬ 
end on a dreadful run of 15 league 
games without a win, 12 of which 
have ended in defeat. 

One of the few things the club has 
to look forward to is coming out of 
administration and being taken 
over by the fans trust. 

When that happens, though, the 
Football League will instantly dock 
Pompey another 10 points and a 
third relegation in four seasons 
will almost certainly be secured. 

From finishing 14th in the top 
flight in May 2009 to being relegat¬ 
ed to the fourth tier in May 2013, it 
will have been four of the worst 
years ever endured by any major 
football club in this country. 

Not the worst, though. 

Contracts cancelled 

Back in May 1979 Bristol City fin¬ 
ished 13th in the old First Division. 
Four years later they were 14th - in 
the fourth division. 

Demoted in 1979/80 from the top 
flight, City went down again in 
1980/81 and again in 1981/82. 

Eight of their highest earning 
players - commonly known as The 
Ashton Gate Eight - agreed to have 
their contracts cancelled in order 
to keep the club alive. 

In March 1982, Saints and 
Ipswich - then two of the top clubs 
in the First Division - played a 
friendly against each other at 
Ashton Gate to raise money to 
keep the Robins afloat. 

Wolves were also relegated three 
years in a row in the 1980s - in 
1983/84,1984/85 and 1985/86. 

In the latter season several atten¬ 
dances at Molineux slumped to 
around the 3,000 mark. 

On one particularly grim day, 
under 2,300 turned up for a third 
tier game against Bury. 

This was the same Wolves that 
attracted 25,000 plus to their 
Premier League games prior to rel¬ 
egation last term. 

Turn the clock further back to the 
1960s, and Northampton suffered 
three relegations in four seasons. 
But they only spent one term in the 
top flight prior to starting their 
quick journey back to the lower

divisions. 

Pompey had been in the Premier 
League for six seasons ahead of the 
2009/10 campaign, which heralded 
the start of their financial implo¬ 
sion off the field and nosedive 
down the pyramid off it. 

Pompey’s 2-0 home loss to Notts 
County on Tuesday stretched their 
wretched run to 12 defeats and 
three draws in their last 15 games. 

It is the club’s worst league run 
since Ian St John presided over a 
17-game winless stretch in the old 
Second Division in 1975/76. 


That dismal run included nine 
straight defeats. 

Unsurprisingly, Pompey went 
down that season. As they did in 
1978. 

That seems to be their fate again 
this term. 

The club had a two-season spell 
in the fourth tier between 1978-1980 
and that is where they appear to be 
heading again. 

Again, we could see a three-divi¬ 
sion gap between Saints and their 
arch rivals. 

The loss of several experienced 
faces last month has only made a 
tough situation even worse for 
manager Guy Whittingham. 

Just look at his squad the other 
night against Notts. 


There were four teenagers - Dan 
Butler, Jed Wallace, Ashley Harris 
and Frankie Sutherland - in the 
squad plus 21-year-old Adam Reed. 

Cowes-born Butler was recalled 
from a loan spell at Havant & 
Waterlooville to be thrown in 
against Hartlepool last weekend 
for his first ever league start. 

There are some experienced faces 
- ex-Saint David Connolly one of 
them - but not enough of them. 

Pompey have used 41 players in 
league action this term, four more 
than anybody else in the Football 
League. 

How many more they can use is 
anyone’s guess, and how low they 
go before any revival is sparked is 
another very good question.

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England 
are too 
strong for 
Scotland 

CAPTAIN Chris Robshaw raised the Calcutta Cup 
to the night sky after a 38-18 England victory over 
Scotland which was nowhere near as spectacular 
as the record win against New Zealand in the 
autumn. 

But it was a win. A crucial win. A ruthless win 
which gets their RBS 6 Nations challenge of to an 
encouraging start 

Yes, the Scots, under new interim coach Scott 
Johnson, will take some heart too from the passion 
and spirit they demonstrated, not to mention two 
stirring tries from debut boy Sean Maitland and full¬ 
back Stuart Hogg. 

Nevertheless, they were still sent home to think 
again with the realisation that they have won only 
four times at Rugby HQ in the history of the oldest 
fixture in international rugby. 

They never looked likely to improve on that 
record as tries from Chris Ashton, Billy 
Twelvetrees, Geoff Parling and Danny Care saw 
England to a win which demonstrated the power of 
Stuart Lancaster’s side, but also the room for 
improvement. 

Let’s face it - the Scots are not the toughest side 
England will face over the next two months. They 
might well be the weakest. 

Scotland did not earn a point in last year’s 
championship and have not won at Twickenham 
for 30 years. They have a generation of players 
who must feel as if they have been born with a 
wooden spoon in their mouths. 

Yet for long periods, especially in the first half, it 
did not seem that way. That is something on which 
Lancaster must ponder. 

Scotland did what they are traditionally best at. 
They harried. They pressurised. They disrupted the 
England line-out where Richie Gray’s blond mop 
stood out like a snow-topped Highland mountain. 

Captain Kelly Brown and Johnnie Beattie were 
everywhere, spoiling England’s bid to gain posses¬ 
sion. England seemed intent on helping out with 
errors of their own, Twelvetrees knocking on and 
passes generally going astray. 

Why, Scotland even scored the first try, cashing 
in on England diffidence when winger Mike Brown 
failed to find touch and then all but waved by ram¬ 
paging fullback Hogg who set up the attack which 
culminated with debut Scottish wing Maitland 
touching down in the comer. 

That would have stung England, a side who 
pride themselves on their secure defence. In that 
sense it was not a bad try to concede. 

Much had been made of the possibility of 
England complacency after their magical triumph 
against the All Blacks last time out. 

Much had been said, mainly by former Scotland 
coach Jim Telfer, about English “arrogance”. In 
truth, there was none of that on display. 

The bottom line, however, is that Lancaster’s 
side are a better team. A much better team. Not 
the finished article yet, not by a long way, but a 
side with firepower all over the pitch. 

They also possess Owen Farrell - a fly-half who 
is rapidly proving to be a world-class playmaker 
and a phenomenal goal-kicker. 

Farrell, deservedly the man of the match, kept 
edging England into the lead with four penalties in 
the first half and, when wing Ashton used his 
strength to burrow over after half an hour, the day¬ 
light between the teams began to dawn. 

Even so, at 19-11 down at half-time the Scots 
would have been relatively satisfied. 

Satisfaction rapidly turned to frustration immedi¬ 
ately after the interval when Twelvetrees ran pow¬ 
erfully on to a short pass and bulldozed his way 
over for his first try for his country. The smart 
money says there will be many more because the 
ball skills and elusive running of Twelvetrees look 
the perfect foil for centre Manu Tuilagi when he 
returns from injury. 

It would be wrong to say the Scots gave up after 
that. They didn’t, but they were outclassed as the 
England machine, lubricated by the increasing 
lead, began to purr along. 

Joe Launchbury touched down, only to see it 
ruled out for an earlier high tackle, but then came 
the pass of the game, Farrell floating out a long ball 
for second row Parling to run in surely one of the 
easiest tries of his career. 

The match was over as a contest but that did 
not stop Scotland coming up with a typically 
opportunist try-of-the-game move, running the ball 
from their own line for Hogg to hunt down a long 
punt and crash over. 

Somehow it seemed to sum up Scotland - long 
on style and short on substance. 

By contrast, England appear to possess plenty 
of both. 





BIG name rugby stars from the south coast 
have been few and far between. 

In the last few years we have had Mike Brown and 
Anthony Allen playing for the elite England squad, 
writes JOEL STOCKER. 

But David Sisi, born and bred in Totton, is begin¬ 
ning to make marked progress within the English 
rugby scene. 

Last year the London Irish back row player repre¬ 
sented his country at the Junior Rugby World Cup in 
South Africa. 

Now he has been selected again to represent the 
England Under-20s. 

The Southampton-born boy, who began his rugby 
career playing at Tottonians RFC, is relishing the 
opportunity. 

“It is such an honour to play for your country, at 
any level, and I can’t wait to play my part when my 
chance comes,” he said. 

Growing up in Totton with mum Barbara, stepdad 
Alan and brother Adam, he always showed a keen 
interest in sport. 

Whether playing in goal for his local football team, 
or representing his swimming club at regular com¬ 
petitions, David always strived to compete. 

“I’ve always nurtured my boys to play sport,” 
explained Barbara. 

“When David was swimming I got up at half 
past five in the morning to get him to the pool 
four to five times a week. 

“I enjoyed watching him enjoy himself so 
much in sport, and that was the greatest 
thing for me.” 

Beginning rugby in his early teens, 

David first caught the eye of his sec¬ 
ondary school teacher, Scott Bryant, at 
Hounsdown Comprehensive School in 
Totton. 

“It was around the age of 14 when it 
was obvious David was developing into 
a very good player,” he explained. 

“As he got older he wasn’t just domi¬ 
nating games because of his size. Aged 
16 it became clear that he had a chance 
of making it. 

“His enthusiasm towards the game 
and his desire to improve began to 
shine through and it was at this point 
I nominated him for Hampshire tri¬ 
als.” 

Whilst at school David was encour¬ 
aged to join his local club, Tottonians 
RFC. 

“I learned my trade at Totts - basic 
skills, rules of the game and all 
things that underpin rugby,” David 
recalled. 

“Things that you need personally, 
going forwards. 

“They were my first club and they 
put me on the path I’m on now.” 

Gavin Williams, Tottonians’ head 
coach, spoke highly of David’s time 
at the club. 

“David started to show real poten 
tial in his young teens and he was 
selected to represent Hampshire at vari¬ 
ous stages,” he recalled. 

“It was in his later teens that he showed his true

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potential and was identified by London Irish. 

“At Totts, we have always placed an emphasis on 
developing the person as much as the rugby player 
and the fact David has gone so far is a great source 
of pride for the club.” 

Being noticed by London Irish propelled David’s 
career. 

He joined St Pauls Catholic College, in Sunbury on 
Thames, signing onto their AASE scheme 
(Advanced Apprenticeship in 
Sporting Excellence). 

This allowed him to study his 
chosen subjects along with an 
NVQ in Sporting Excellence, the 
equivalent of 2 A Levels. 

Giselle Mathers, who worked 
with David, explained the 
importance of the scheme. 

“The AASE scheme targets 
those who have the potential to 
play at the elite end of the game. 

“It is a three-tiered framework 
supporting the boys in both 
their rugby and academic devel¬ 
opment.” 

Through this initiative David 
went on to captain the London 
Irish AASE team and also repre¬ 
sent London Irish in the Aviva A 
league. 

“At 16 years of age I moved 
away from home,” David went 
on. 

“It was during these two years that my rugby 
development grew the most. 

“I have to thank Giselle Mathers and Andre Quin 
for the parts they played. 

“Giselle had the biggest influence on my develop¬ 
ment. Under her guidance I went from a county B 
team player to AASE Captain, England Underl8 
international and one of the youngest players ever 
to debut for London Irish, coming off the bench 
against Sale Sharks. 

“Her success with the players and teams she has 
worked with speaks for itself.” 

As David is still only 19 and having already 
achieved so much, one would not be surprised 
to see his name on the senior England team 
sheet in years to come. 

With England hosting the World Cup in 
2015, David is in real contention to be part 
of the world’s biggest rugby tournament 
on home soil. 

“I’m really excited about the World Cup 
coming to England,” he enthused. “As 
for playing in it, I’ll just work hard on 
the ‘here and now’ and see where I am 
in 2015.” 

And it’s the ‘here and now’ that is 
proving very rewarding. 

Having gained seven caps for the 
England U20s, and again achieving 
selection for their 6 Nations campaign, 
David is currently recovering from 
injury but aiming to be part of the 
squad for the game against France in a 
fortnight’s time.

THERE is little point making the com¬ 
parison, but I will make it anyway. 

For finishing third in the most punishing 
sporting event on planet earth, Alex 
Thomson earnt £64,000. 

That is a lot of money, granted, in an eco¬ 
nomic climate where money is tight for an 
increasing amount of people. 

But Thomson has just put his life on the line 
for almost three months in his ultimately 
successful bid to finish the Vendee Globe 
round the world yacht race for the first time. 

The Gosport-based sailor crossed the finish¬ 
ing line off the French port of Les Sables on 
Wednesday morning, exactly 80 days since he 
left it early last November. 

Since then, he had been alone at sea, sailing 
his HUGO BOSS boat on his own through 
some of the most treacherous seas in the 
world. 

Put another way, he earnt £800 a day. 

Eight hundred pounds a day, for the plea¬ 
sure of hardly sleeping, eating nothing 
resembling a proper cooked meal, and facing 
weather conditions that could kill him. 

Compared to our top footballers, who 
wouldn’t get out of bed for that sort of wage, 
£800 a day is not that much for what 
Thomson, competing at the elite end of his 
chosen sport, has endured. 

Another Hampshire sailor, Mike Golding, 
will probably finish sixth - over a week after 
Frenchman Francois Gabart won the 
Vendee - and he will bank around £25,000. 

Say he finishes in 86 days, that works 
out at just under £300 a day. 

That is not much for a day’s work, 
not when that day’s work involves 
piloting a boat in near hurrri- * 
cane winds on your own and £ 
thousands of miles from land, 
dry or otherwise. 

The more I read about the 
Vendee, the more I am taken 
aback by the scale of 
Thomson’s achievement this 
week. 

The more you should be taken 
aback. y 

As I started off saying, it is unfair 
to compare Thomson’s Vendee 
prize money to Carlos Tevez’s 
weekly wage. , 

Millions of people around the 
globe know who Tevez is, and mil¬ 
lions of people are willing to pay 
lots of money to Manchester City 
and Sky to watch him and others like 
him kick a football. 

If there was a billion pound plus deal 
in place to show Ocean racing - and mil¬ 
lions watched their races live on TV - then 1 
Thomson, Golding et al could realistically 
demand more from their sponsors and in 
prize money. 

Alex Thomson could walk through the 
streets of Southampton and Portsmouth and 
hardly be recognised, which seems unfair 
given how good he is in his chosen sport. 

But that is life. That is how it always has 
been, and probably always will be. 

If you asked 10 friends at random ‘who are 
Pete Goss and Tony Bulhmore?’ I grant you 
only a few, if any, would know. 

Yet their achievements are legendary in 
sailing, and deserve a wider audience. 

Back in 1997, Goss and Bulhmore were com¬ 
peting in the third Vendee event. 

Goss became a national hero overnight for 
his dramatic rescue of fellow competitor 
Raphael Dinelli. 

Wrecking his own chances of winning the 
race, Goss turned his boat Aqua Quorum 
around and sailed for two days into storm- 
force winds to reach Dinelli, whose boat had 
capsized and sunk. 

Back then, there wasn’t the technology that 
is now available to Thomson and Golding. 

There was no internet, no emails, no mobile 
phones. 




Instead, Pete Goss had a radio and a fax 
machine and that was how he received news 
of Dinelli’s distress call. 

Sending a fax to his own wife to tell her he 
was about to turn around into the teeth of a 
hurricane, Goss went in search of Dinelli. 

Eventually he found the Frenchman, who 
had somehow survived for 48 hours in a life 
raft. 

After having his life saved, Dinelli used 


Goss’ fax machine to send his girlfriend a 
marriage proposal. 

Thankfully she accepted - Dinelli would 
have been a tad gutted had she said ‘no’ - and 
Goss was best man at the wedding. 

They have since competed together as co¬ 
skippers in the Transatlantic Jacques Vabre 
Race in 1997, winning in their class. 

Goss was later awarded the MBE by HM 
The Queen and the Legion d’Honneur by the 


French President for his actions. 

Goss probably, almost certainly, did not 
consider his actions anything out of the ordi¬ 
nary. 

That is what sailors do. They go to each 
other’s rescue. 

Thomson and Golding know that all too 
well. A few years ago the latter rescued the 
former. 

It is an unwritten rule. You help each other

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Goss sanitised a scalpel, cut into the flesh and 
drained off the excess liquid. 

Ouch! 

Finally, 126 days and 21 hours after 
leaving the start line, Goss finished. | 

That time was enough to see him ^

when crisis strikes. And in something like 
the Vendee, crisis can sometimes never be far 
away. 

Though Dinelh’s race was over, Goss still 
carried on. 

There was more drama to come when he 
ruptured muscles in an already painful and 
swollen elbow. 

Without anaesthetic and following basic 
instructions from a surgeon over the radio,

establish a new record as the fastest Briton to 
sail single handedly around the world. 

Compare that to Thomson’s new record of 
80 days - 46 days quicker than Goss - set ear¬ 
lier this week. 

As for Bullimore, his 1996/97 Vendee wasn’t 
without major incident either. 

His boat Exide Challenger capsized in early 
January 1997 and the Brit was feared dead. 

The Royal Australian Navy launched a res¬ 
cue mission for Bullimore and another cap¬ 
sized competitor, Thierry Dubois. 

Bullimore, though, was alive and managed 
to survive in an air pocket in the upside-down 
boat in pitch darkness. 

He had lost almost all his food supplies, and 
the only thing he had left was a bar of choco¬ 
late. 

Four days after capsizing, Bulhmore was 
located by the Australian authorities, and 
crew members from HMAS Adelaide rescued 
him. 

We ah love a happy ending, and they don’t 
come much happier than those two tales. 

But not everyone is so fortunate. 

Canadian Gerry Roufs also started the 
1996/97 Vendee, but didn’t finish - his boat 
also capsized and he was lost at sea. 

In the previous Vendee, in 1992/93, two 
other sailors had drowned. 

Nigel Burgess, the first Englishman to ever 
enter the race, was lost at sea, his body even¬ 
tually found in the Bay of Biscay, while 
American Mike Plant never even made the 
startline. 

Harrowing 

Those harrowing stories needed to be 
remembered as the plaudits poured in to 
Thomson on Wednesday morning. 

For they sum up just how tough the Vendee 
Globe is. 

It doesn’t come much tougher than losing 
your own life, does it? 

Thomson was the third Brit to claim a podi¬ 
um place in the Vendee. 

Golding also finished third in 2004/05, while 
Ellen McArthur started to etch her name into 
the almanac of sailing legends by finishing 
second in her first Vendee in 2000/01. 

At 24, she had been the youngest person 
ever to take part in the race. 

On a much lower level of sailing, I took part 
in the Around the Island race three years 
ago. 

I was part of a crew assigned to a profes¬ 
sional sailor for the annual mid-summer 
jaunt around the Isle of Wight. 

I was amazed how physically strong you 
need to be to manage all the sail changes, etc. 

That’s before you even consider the techni¬ 
cal know-how every sailor must learn. 

For those of us who just about manage to 
steer a Pedalo around Center Parcs’ boating 
lake without running aground, it is incredi¬ 
bly hard to comprehend what the likes of 
Thomson have put themselves through in the 
last few months. 

On their own, in at times horrendous 
weather conditions, battling the elements, 
their competitors, needing to make emer¬ 
gency boat repairs whatever the time of day, 
in rain or shine. 

The sport of sailing does not often appear 
in the pages of the Sports Pink, where foot¬ 
ball dominates for most of the year and 
there is always a healthy amount of crick¬ 
et. 

Those are the main two sports that take 

place in this area, and that’s why we fill the 

pages with them. 

But now and again a sporting story 
emerges which needs as wide an audience 
as possible. 

Sailing, to coin a phrase, might not 
float your boat. 

That is absolutely fine. 

It doesn’t float mine either. 

But I do know a good story when I 
see it, and I do know who deserves 
as much praise as possible. 

It is the Vendee Globe fleet, 
and I hope you are now in 
as much awe of them as I. 
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Watson: 
Shane 
has big 
issues 


AUSTRALIA vice-captain Shane 
Watson says Shane Warne has “got a 
few issues” with the hierarchy at 
Cricket Australia. 

Warne used Twitter to launch a 
scathing on attack on Cricket 
Australia’s management this week, 
calling them “muppets” who are turn¬ 
ing Australian cricket into a “joke” by 
resting their best players. 

But Watson believes the outburst 
was largely due to the fines Cricket 
Australia had given to the 43-year-old 
Melbourne Stars captain during this 
season’s Big Bash League. 

Warne was fined 9,500 Australian 
dollars in total for two separate inci¬ 
dents during the 2012-13 tournament. 

“Warney’s obviously got a few 
issues with the hierarchy at the 
moment with some of the things that 
happened during the Big Bash,” 
Watson said of his former Hampshire 
colleague. 

“Obviously he’s got his own 
thoughts on what’s going on and 
what happened in the last few weeks 
during his last few games in the Big

Bash.” 

Warne also criticised Cricket 
Australia’s selection policy, but 
Watson believes the selectors are 
only doing what’s best for the players. 

“In the end there’s no doubt that the 
people who are involved in Cricket 
Australia are certainly trying to do the 
best job that they possibly can and 
are trying to support the players as 
much as they possibly can as well,” 
he said. 

“That’s all you can ask for as a play¬ 
er, is them doing their absolute best 
they possibly can, so if you know 
they’re there doing the best they can 
for the players that’s all that matters.” 

In a series of tweets , Warne wrote: 
“I think CA really need to look at the 
people who are making decisions on 
all facets of cricket in Australia, we r 
seriously becoming a joke! 

“Absolute rubbish re 
selections,rotations,resting & farcical 
decisions on matches, joke.. Dudding 
the public & to many excuses.. Wake 
up CA. 

“Can CA please put current cricket 
people in charge to run the 
game,select teams, not ex rugby or 
any other sports people pise, serious¬ 
ly !!! 

“We have the best batsmen / cap¬ 
tain in the world in [Michael Clarke] - 
He needs current cricket people to 
help him out not muppets !!!” 



might have retired from the Test scene 
six years ago, but it’s hard to keep Shane 
Wame quiet in his native Australia. 

The former Hampshire captain proposed sweep¬ 
ing changes at the top of Australian cricket, sin¬ 
gling out rotation as one of the biggest issues he 
believes is holding back the national team. 

The retired leg-spinner first posted a series of 
tweets, criticising aspects of Cricket Australia’s 
structure and policies. 

Warne, widely regarded as one of the best play¬ 
ers in Australia’s history, then further aired his 
grievances in a lengthy blog published on his offi¬ 
cial website. 

“The next 12 months is the biggest 12 months of 
cricket for the Australian cricket team in a long, 
long time,” he said. 

“If we do nothing now, we will be where we were 
30 years ago. 

“There needs to be urgent action and a new strat¬ 
egy/plan put in place. 

“The current set up is not working, as the 
results are showing! What are our world rankings 
in all forms?” 

To answer his question, Australia are third in 
both the official Test and ODI rankings. 

Surprisingly, though, they are down to seventh 
out of 11 countries in the t20 rankings. 

Only New Zealand, Bangladesh, Ireland and 
Zimbabwe are below them in the log. 

Warne has run foul of Cricket Australia twice 
this summer, being fined 9,500 Australian dollars 
(£6,300) and banned for one match due to trans¬ 
gressions committed while playing for Melbourne 
Stars in the Big Bash League. 

While he has been accused of having an agenda 
against the governing body, the 43-year-old found 
a favourable audience by seizing on the con¬ 
tentious issue of player rotation as one of his chief 
complaints. 

CA’s stated policy of resting players to avoid 
injury and fatigue has drawn widespread criticism 
from former players, despite being commonplace 
in other national set-ups. 

For example, Test captain Michael Clarke was 
left out of the first two ODIs against Sri Lanka in 
order to give him a rest. 

Matthew Wade and David Warner, who had also 
played in all six Tests against South Africa and Sri 
Lanka, were also rested for the same period. 

Warne also called for CA to choose the same 11 
players across Tests, one-day internationals and 
Twenty20 international cricket. “A simple criteria 
is pick your best team and stick with it in all 
forms. Chopping and changing leads to insecuri-

ty,” he said. “Players then start to look out 
for themselves and over their shoulder, this 
breeds selfishness. 

“It’s also why rotation and resting players 
will never work. 

“I believe the players should be united, take 
ownership of this, it’s a very powerful and 
strong message to send to CA.” 

Australia’s recent international teams have 
shown little consistency across all three for¬ 
mats. 

Of the starting XI in their most recent t20 
against Sri Lanka, six had never played Test i 
cricket - captain George Bailey, Glenn I 
Maxwell, Aaron Finch, Adam Voges, James I 
Faulkner and Ben Laughlin. ’ 

The latter has only played seven first class 
games in his career. 

Of the Australian ODI side that played the fifth 
game of the recent series against Sri Lanka, 
there were two players who weren’t in the t20 or 
Test side - David Hussey and Moises Henriques. 

But how many countries’ limited overs teams 
mirror their Test XI? 

Sri Lanka’s certainly don’t. 

Their XI for the second t20 international against 
Australia contained only four players who 
appeared in the third Test against the same coun¬ 
try a few weeks earlier. 

They were Dinesh Chandimal, Mahela 
Jayawardene, Tillakaratne Dilshan and Angelo 
Mathews. 

England’s recent limited overs side bore little 
comparison to the one they fielded in Tests in 
India. 

Their top ODI three of captain Alistair Cook, Ian 
Bell and Kevin Pietersen have been regular Test 
players for years now. 

But after that, only bowlers such as Graeme 
Swann, James Anderson and Stuart Broad are 
shoe-ins for Tests and limited overs. 

Warne went on: “Cricket is a simple game. 

“Sure it has room and a place for scientific 
research and current technology, which can help 
learn about an opponent, but not instead of using 
your cricket brain. 

“Together they can work hand in hand. 

“Technology can help in recovery, but so can 
sleep and a common sense approach to recovery. 

“It’s time to go back to basics.” 
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HAMPSHIRE batsman James 
Vince has been tipped to 
shine ahead of England 
Lion’s tour of Australia. 

Vince, who turns 22 in March, 
has been named in the Lions 
squad for the tour, which starts 
on February 7 with a game 
against Victoria 2nds, writes 
AHMER KHOKHAR. 

The Lions tour presents a big 
opportunity for Vince, who will 
be making his first international 
appearance for over three years, 
to hammer a message to the 
national selectors. 

One man who believes that 
Vince’s game is well suited to 
the conditions he will experi¬ 
ence in the next few weeks is his 
former Ageas Bowl team-mate 
Simon Katich. 

“James is a very clean striker 
of the ball and loves to attack,” 
said the ex-Australian Test star. 
“He is very dangerous at the top 
of the order in one-dayers and 
20 / 20 . 

“He definitely has the talent to 
play for England in the shorter 


forms of the game and his per¬ 
formances for Hampshire have 
been excellent in helping the 
club win trophies. 

“In four-day cricket he needs 
to get more consistency and 
that’ll come once he finds the 
right balance between his natur¬ 
al attacking game and being 
able to defend better when con¬ 
ditions are in the bowler’s 
favour. 

“He is very good in the field, 
runs well between the wickets 
and is a handy bowler in 
English conditions. 

“He has a huge future in the 
game if he keeps learning and 
applying himself well. 

“I am a big fan. 

“He has played in Australia 
before in club cricket so he will 
know what to expect in our con¬ 
ditions. 

“His game is well suited to our 
conditions because he likes the 
ball coming onto the bat. 

“I expect him to do very well 
on the Lions tour of Australia as 
he is quite experienced now for 
a young batsman.” 


Vince is no stranger to 
England international calls. He 
played two under-19 Tests 
against Bangladesh in July 2009, 
at Scarborough and Derby. 

Vince scored 22 and 16 not out 
as England won the first Test by 
10 wickets. 

Star performer was 
Leicestershire batsman Joshua 
Cobb, who scored a double cen¬ 
tury in England’s first innings, 
while Vince’s county colleague 
Hamza Riazuddin hit 95 batting 
at no 8. 

Riazuddin was skippering an 
England side which also fea¬ 
tured a third Hampshire player, 
seam bowler Chris Wood. 

All three Royals also played in 
the Test at Derby, where Vince 
contributed 21 and 37 in a drawn 
encounter. 

In addition, and befitting a 
player with a better one day rep¬ 
utation than a first class one, 
Vince also appeared in 16 
England under-19 ODIs. 

He was a regular in the 
England team which competed 
in the under-19 World Cup in 


January 2010, hitting 76 not out 
against Hong Kong and 47 not 
out against Afghanistan in his 
first two tournament games. 

Hampshire colleague Danny 
Briggs was also in the England 
side for that tournament, as was 
Jos Buttler and Joe Root who 
have also gone on to play for the 
senior England side since those 
days three years ago. 

If Vince has a future in any of 
the England senior teams, his 
best route appears to be the lim¬ 
ited overs ones. 

He will enter the 2013 season 
with a slightly disappointing 
average, for someone of his 
obvious takent, of 31.53. 

In 86 first class innings, he has 
passed 50 just 12 times - scoring 
five hundreds and seven fifties. 

Compare that to his limited 
overs average of 38.59, including 
two centuries and eight half- 
centuries. 

Vince’s two tons for 
Hampshire were his career best 
131 against Scotland in 2011 and 
his unbeaten 102 against 
Nottinghamshire last summer.
